1983-1998.  This  Club  was  established  on  June  8,  1983,  as 
the  World  Round  Silver  Bar  Club  (WRSBC)  by  the  late 
’Lucky’  Williams  (1927-1986),  his  wife,  Marie  Williams, 
Bill  Mills,  Jesus  Padilla,  and  others. 

The  Club  would  enjoy  hearing  from  any  previous  members, 
or  those  who  know  the  late  ’Lucky1,  the  self-styled 
'King  of  The  Silver  Rounds  Collectors’. 

No  particular  events  or  activities,  at  this  time,  are 
scheduled  for  this  historic  anniversary.  The  SSRC  will 
most  likely  do  an  anniversary  silver  round  issue,  and 
a  published  summary  history  of  the  Club’s  first  fifteen 
years  in  future  issues  of  the  Silver  Bulge  may  be  done. 

There  have  been  only  three  Presidents  in  this  Club’s 
fifteen  years:  'Lucky'  Williams,  Roger  Couvillion,  and 
Michael  S.  'Stan'  Turrini,  the  latter  since  1987. 

The  Club  has  issued  a  monthly  newsletter  since  1986, 
titled,  since  August  1987,  Silver  Notes.  Its  Editors 
have  been  Ken  Hansen,  Moses  M.  Reis,  Jr.,  and  Jan  D. 
Henke,  the  latter  being  a  well-known  national  silver 
round,  and  club  medals,  booster. 

The  Club  presently  meets  on  the  Second  Thursday,  with 
6:00pm  Dinner  and  7:00pm  Meeting,  at  'JJ  North’s  Grand 
Buffet'  in  Fairfield,  Solano  County,  California. 

The  Club  holds  two  semiannual  open  public  gatherings 
each  year  at  the  Vallejo  (California)  Coin  Show  and 
the  neighboring  Fairfield  (California)  Coin  Show,  usual¬ 
ly  in  June  and  September  respectively.  Fairfield  is 
Solano's  county  seat,  and  Vallejo  is  the  county’s  largest 
community.  The  next  like  gathering  will  be  Sunday,  June 
28,  1998  at  the  Vallejo  Coin  and  Collectibles  Show.

Pee  Dee  Christian  Book  and 
Supply  was  chosen  from  2,600 
stores  across  the  country.

and  Supply  in  1983,  locating  on  Irby 
Street.  In  1996  they  moved  to 
Sebrell  Street,  and  now  have  one  of 
the  largest  selections  of  Christian 
music  in  the  country,  Christian 
video  rentals,  gifts,  about  700  choic¬ 
es  in  Bibles,  as  well  as  other  reli¬ 
gious  literature,  choir  and  pastor’s 
robes  and  educational  supplies. 


The  store  also  serves  more  than 
1,000  churches  in  the  Pee  Dee  with 
furniture  and  other  needs. 

The  biggest  problem  for  the 
store  and  the  Christian  retail 
industry,  is  separating  the  figura¬ 
tive  wheat  from  the  chaff,  Criswell 
said. 

“One  of  the  biggest  challenges 
we  have  in  this  industry  is  putting 
a  scripturaliy  correct  product  on 
the  shelf,”  Criswell  said.  “There  are 
a  lot  of  things  being  published 
today  that  claim  to  be  Christian 
that  aren’t.” 

The  Christian  Booksellers 
Association  set  a  goal  for  member 
stores  to  double  sales  over  the  next 
five  years. 

While  the  Criswells  and  their 
staff  see  this  as  a  challenge,  it’s 
more  of  a  spiritual  than  financial 
conquest. 

“The  impact  of  all  of  this  Is  not 
just  financial  but  to  impact  the 
community  for  Christ,”  Fran 
Criswell  said.
